COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS | 
FRANKLIN, SS: 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Whately 
in the County of Franklin, 


GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabi- 
tants of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in 
Town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in said Whately 
on Monday, the seventh day of February next, at ten 
o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on the 
following articles: 


Article I. ‘To choose all necessary ‘Town Officers for 
the ensuing year; Moderator, Treasurer, Town Clerk, 
one Selectman for three years, one Selectman for two 
years, Auditor, one Assessor for three years, one School 
Committee for three years, one Library Trustee for three 
years, one Cemetery Commissioner for three years, ‘l’ree 
Warden, Elector under the Will of Oliver Smith, Tax 
Collector, and Constables. 


Article II. ‘To receive the reports of the various Town 
Officers and Committees, and act thereon. 


Article III. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray the expenses of the Town for the 
ensuing year. 
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Article IV. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, 
to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of 
the revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 
1938, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable 
within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may 
be given for a period of less than one year, in accordance 
with Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


Article V. To see what the Town will do with the 
money received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


Article VI. To see if the Town will appropriate the 
sum of $3000 for the maintenance of Highways under 
the provisions of Sections 26-29 of Chapter 81 of the 
General Laws and amendments thereto. 


Article VII. To see if the Town will appropriate the 
sum of $1000 for the improvement of Depot Road; said 
money to be used in conjunction with any money which 
may be alloted by the State or County, or both, for this 
purpose; or take any other action relative thereto. 


Article VIII. To see if the Town will appropriate the 
sum of $100 to repair or rebuild the fence at East Whately 
Cemetery, or take any other action relative thereto. 


Article IX. To see if the Town will appropriate not 
to exceed $1200 for the construction and equipping of a 
storage vault in the Town Hall, or take any other action 
relative thereto. 


Article X. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum 
of money for the purchase of seats for the Town Hall 
auditorium, or take any other action relative thereto.

Treasurer 
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Auditor’s Report 


January 15, 1938 
To the Citizens of Whately: 


The second year of operation of our bookkeeping 
system has ended with considerable satisfaction being 
expressed by our town officers with its results. The 
State accountants made their biennial visit in December, 
and were able to make their primary audit in a materially 
shorter time due to the use of these books. 

It will probably not be possible to obtain the report of 
the State audit in time to publish in this year’s town 
report, but I am appending a Balance Sheet showing the 
condition of the Town as of December 31, 1937. 

A final check shows that the Treasurer has paid orders 
as follows: 


Selectmen’s orders $45 ,970.63 
School Committee’s orders 21945945 
$67 ,916.06 


One School order was withheld unpaid and one select- 
men’s order was also withheld, but the amounts, being 
available in the current appropriations, have been 
carried forward to 19388 under instructions from the 
State auditors, and no additional appropriation will be 
necessary for these items. 


There are unpaid bills outstanding as follows: 


Public Welfare $ 258.90 
‘Town Counsel 60.00 
$ 318.90 
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for which an appropriation will be asked, insufficient 
funds having been provided in 1937. 

My check of the Tax Collector’s records shows total 
taxes uncollected at the time of his death, December 20, 
of $27,312.38, the details by levies appearing on the 
Collector’s report herewith. 

The treasurer’s books show a balance of cash on 
December 31, 1937 of-$10,510.09, and I find that he has 
this amount on hand and due the Town. 

Tax Title deeds to the amount of $808.02 are held by 
the Treasurer. 

Loans in anticipation of revenue totaling $15,000 were 
outstanding on December 31. This amount was larger 
than usual due to the death of the Collector, and the 
consequent necessity of borrowing funds sufficient to 
carry over until a new Collector was qualified. Of this 
amount $5000 has been paid in January, 1938.

Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee 
Whately, Mass. 


I herewith submit my eleventh annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools of Whately. 


The past year has been one of almost uninterrupted 
progress in school activities. Your willingness and finan- 
cial ability during the past two years, to repair our 
buildings and furniture, to replenish our books and 
teaching materials and to make a substantial increase in 
the salary schedule has raised the morale of the schools, 
the attendance of the pupils, the standards of teaching, 
and stimulated the response of the pupils. Neglect 
breeds neglect. The maintenance of progressive stand- 
ards is economical both financially and educationally. 

Thirty-one pupils completed the eighth grade in June, 
twenty-six of whom continued in school in September. 
Twelve Whately students were graduated in June from 
Deerfield High School, one from Northampton, and two 
from Smith’s School. The first grade entering class 
numbered sixteen, a slight increase over last year, though 
our total elementary enrolment for September is less 
than in September 1936. 

Next year’s entering class will not vary greatly in 
numbers. In this connection the entering age of first 
grade pupils is of interest. Experience and study have 
demonstrated that the chronological age of a child is not 
the determining factor in school admission. The develop- 
ment of abilities and attitudes to perform successful 
first grade work varies widely among perfectly normal 
children between the ages of five and seven years. Our 
school admits first grade pupils at five and one-half 
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years, but that is no assurance that all such children 
have the maturity to do first grade work successfully. 
A standard Mental Ability test given to all first grade 
pupils in the Union in October last, indicated that from 
ten to twenty per cent of these children had not reached 
a “‘readiness”’ standard favorable for beginning first grade 
work. All normal children from five year old upward 
can profit from the organized activities of the school 
room, but the less mature of them require a pre-primary 
program within the limits of their development. If the 
school age is to be lowered in a community, the extra 
pre-primary class is the reasonable solution. 

A new course of study in arithmetic, recommended in 
a recent national survey, has been issued to the teachers. 
Preparation for this change has been underway for the 
past two years, and the first five grades will complete 
their work in June on this new placement basis. This 
outline, now adopted in most school systems, is not a 
radical change but is intended to extend and amplify 
the pupil’s arithmetical concept by placing later in the 
course some of the more involved processes, thus paral- 
leling more closely the development of the pupil’s ex- 
periences and environment. One of the many texts pre- 
pared on this plan will soon be recommended to replace 
our present badly worn textbooks. 

Introduction of a new geography series begun last year 
has been completed this year. New literature texts were 
provided for the seventh and eighth grades and a new 
English text was introduced in the eighth grade. A start 
has been made toward replenishing our music texts and 
some additions were made to the reference and library 
books. ‘The increase in the price of supplies has been 
partially met by joining our orders with those of other 
towns of the Union, thus securing quantity rates. 

Additional window screens have been placed on both 
buildings and a fire alarm system installed in the East 
School to meet the requirements of the Building Inspec- 
tion Code. In the course of a state-wide survey of rural

school buildings, Mrs. Florence I. Gay, State Supervisor 
of Elementary Education, visited our schools and ex- 
pressed satisfaction with our equipment and maintenance. 

It would seem advisable from some standpoints to 
equip the Center building for our primary classes, though 
the rooms are not as large or as well adapted for primary 
classes as those now occupied in the East School. A 
transfer at the present time would result in some crowd- 
ing. 

In step with other towns of the State and County, 
Whately has made a partial restoration of teachers’ 
salaries. In spite of reports to the contrary there is no 
surplus of well-trained and qualified elementary teachers 
for rural schools. 

The September entering class displayed a definite trend 
away from high school courses toward vocational edu- 
cation. This movement must be provided for in the 
appropriation for the coming year. The increase of the 
past four months produced a deficit of $430 in the voca- 
tional appropriation and there are ten months for which 
provision must be made. The high school expenditures 
varied little from those of last year, as high school 
tuitions are paid in February and June, not monthly as 
is required for vocational tuitions. 

The expenditure per pupil for a year at Smith’s Voca- 
tional School at present approximates $220 of which 
approximately $145 is reimbursed by the State leaving 
a net cost of $75. The expenditures per high school pupil 
last year according to the State returns of June, were 
$112.58, with a net cost to the Town of $50.57. It is - 
obvious that more than $100 per pupil must be appro- 
priated for vocational education than for high school 
courses. 

I again commend the local Parent Teacher Association 
for their cooperation in the holiday exercises at the Town 
Hall. I believe this program in which the children pro- 
vide only the music, relieves the daily school program 
and enhances the observance of the Christmas spirit. 
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Your attention is invited to the reports of the School 
Nurse, the Instructor in Music and to the tabulations 
found elsewhere in this report. 

I have taken much satisfaction in the continued co- 
operation of the School Committee and the teachers and 
in the many courtesies extended to me by pupils, 
patrons and officials of Whately.

Dear Sir: 

I hereby submit to you my fifth report as Supervisor 
of Music in the Public Schools of Whately. — 

My program, like last year, allows for only a half-hour 
period in each room once every two weeks, a schedule 
which I still consider inadequate for developing a unified 
and practical musical program in the schools. 

New books are needed badly in some of the rooms, but 
in view of the fact that the registration in the schools is 
diminishing each year, it was not thought advisable to 
stock up on new books this year and find that next year 
a surplus was on hand. 

The Girls’ Glee Club at the East Whately School, 
comprised of girls from the seventh and eighth grades, 
rehearse regularly twice a month. Last spring the 
organization won first prize in its respective group at the 
Song Tournament at Massachusetts State College. The 
girls will start soon rehearsing for the competition to be 
held again this year. The club presented a very com- 
mendable performance of the cantata ‘“‘Hiawatha’s Child- 
hood” for the graduation exercises in June. 

The course of study used in the past in the primary 
and grammar grades is being continued. Throughout the 
grades, the opportunity to not only create music but to 
listen to the best has been given to the children through 
the medium of a portable orthophonic victrola and 
records of the classics, which have been borrowed. By 
these ‘“‘music appreciation”? lessons, the pupils become 
acquainted with concerted music and learn the cultural 
value of music in general. 

I want to thank you, Mr. Janes, and the teachers for 
the interest shown in my work.

My dear Mr. Janes: 


Eight children have had tonsilectomies because of 
diseased tonsils. Many children have large tonsils, 
which do not need removal, because they are not dis- 
eased. These children are being watched, however, to 
see that this continues. 

A new health educational tool has been used since 
September Ist, namely, moving pictures. This was 
possible through the use of the movie projector bought 
by Christmas Seal Funds by the Franklin County Public 
Health Association. Many films have also been sup- 
plied through these funds. Others have been loaned us 
by the State Department of Public Health. 

Both teachers and nurse have aided in making this 
teaching of value to the children. 

Forty-six children received dental certificates for all 
necessary work completed. 

For the first time a more accurate test of the hearing 
was made by audiometer. Miss Juliet A. Whitteker, 
State Consultant in Public Health Nursing, tested pupils 
and teachers through all grades beyond the second. 

A retest of thirty, and first test of nineteen revealed 
ten with some loss of hearing. Four children have been 
treated by specialists. 

One child was given four weeks of Health Camp care 
last summer. 

Seventeen preschool and nine school children were 
protected against diphtheria at the clinics held last 
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spring, while seven others went to their physicians for 
this treatment. It is fitting that this service be given 
until every child from six months to six years of age is 
protected. 

Both diphtheria and smallpox are a greater menace to 
children between six months and six years, than to older 
children. Protection from these diseases is so easily 
obtained that no parent should fail to secure it for his 
children. 

Health protection, health teaching and health super- 
vision have all helped to keep the children in a better 
condition to attend school. Each year sees some progress 
made in these endeavors. 

To you and to each one who has contributed to the 
betterment of the school nursing service, I extend my 
thanks.
